There is no suggestion for the claimed processes whereby an additive is added 
in the series of process steps whereby there is an unexpected improvement in the amount of crystallized epothilone B is increased 
compared to the amount of epothilone A produced in the mixture due to the additive. The references do not disclose the claimed 
processes which claims are patentable over the art of record.
